This sum he has given 
away in pursuance of his belief, as 
expressed by Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president ~f the Carnegie Foundation, 
in his ad'lross on Wednesday in Pitts- 
burgh, "that the man who dies pos 
ressed of great wealth and who de 
votes no part of it to the public has 
failed in life."

Ho is now far down on the list ol 
America's millionaires, 


Mr. Carnegie has given away about 
$350,000,000. 
If Interest were to be 
Included on some of tho funds lie has 
set aside, the total would reach nearly 
v'l00,000,000. 
This sum he has given 
away in pursuance of his belief, as 
expressed by Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of tho Carnogie Foundation, 
in his address on Wednesday in Pitts­ 
burgh, ‘‘that the man who dies pos- 
F.essed of great wealth and who de­ 
votes no part of it to the public has 
failed in life." 


The fortuno of $20,000,000 which 
Mr, Carnegio has left he has devised 
in his will almost entirely to charity. 


Very little will go to his family. 
Thus, when his will is made public, 
it will bo iound that he really made 
good his boast of dying poor. 
There 
Is, strictly speaking, no record liko 
his in this or any other country. 


The actual amount of Mr. Carna 
gie's present fortune was disclosed 
by one of the ironmaster’s closest 
friends, a man who has had tho di­ 
rection of the disposal of much ol 
this great wealth. 
While preferring 
that his name not be used, this friend 
made it clear that he believed the 
time had come to make known the 
extent of Mr. Carnegie's wealth today 
Jn proof of his deep sincerity of pur­ 
pose and of the manner in which he 
had carried out his formula of the 
responsibility of private wealth.

!f the rugged peaks of the Alps 


could teli their story, there would be 
many a thrilling and warlike incident 
to relate; but none so strange as the 
scenes which are being enacted today 
between the Austrians and the Ital- 
ians in these mountainous regions. 
The Italians arp absolutely at home 
in the mountains, and the Austrians 
are using every invention of science 
to counteract this advantage. All the 
parapets on the steep roads, where 
summer tourists were wont to motor, 
have been demolished, and beautiful 
pine forests have been swept away so 
that nothing shall obstruct the artil- 
lery. Large areas have been mined, 
and, by pressing a button, the Aus- 
trians can hurl an avalanche o£ rocks 
and bowlders on to the heads of the 
advancing Italians or blow up the 
roads beneath their feet. 


From the Cottian chain, marking 


the boundary of France in the west 
to the Carnic and Julian Alps, north 
and east of tne Adriatic in Austria, 
there are literally a thousand passes 
and routes of more or less note, near- 
ly all traversed by practicable roads, 
and some shortened by railway tun- 
nels.

lasted from the breaking up of the 
Carolinian empire in the tenth and 
eleventh centuries until the crystalli- 
zation of the Helvetic republic by Na- 
poleon Bonaparte's act of mediation in 
1803—all these fill the chronicles and 
make nearly every practicable foot of 
Swiss territory heroic ground. 


When Napoleon entered Italy, he 


crossed the Alps with an army of 
30,000 by the Great St. Bernard pass, 
May 15-21, 1SOO. Later, he construct- 
ed the great military road^over the 
Simplon pass, from Brieg, in Switzer- 
land, to Domodossola, in Italy, and 
thence to Milan.

he had a better game than the one-o 
cat affair.

Thought to Be Most Effective Method 


91 Combating This Most Deadly of 


All Modern Naval Weapons 


of Warfare. 


The prime advantage of the subma- 


rine—its ability to escape detection 
through sight—has been overcome by 
the invention for use by the entente 
allies of a means of detecting its pres- 
ence through hearing. The exact na- 
ture of some of the most essential fea- 
tures of this invention has, of course, 
been kept secret, but a general-de- 
scription of its manner of working is 
given in the Scientific American. One 
oC those who contributed to the de- 
velopment of this detector system is 
William Dubilier, an American elec- 
trical engineer with numerous wire- 
less telephone and wireless telegraph 
inventions to his credit. He had gone 
to France on the mission of installing 
wireless telegraph apparatus on air" 
craft, when he was called upon to aid 
in solving the submarine detector 
problem. 
Dubilier went to Cherbourg, 


an important French port on the Eng- 
lish channel, where he found Profes- 
sor Tissot of the French Academy of 
Science, hard at work on the detector 
system. 


For some time before this, devices 


tiad been contrived by which it was 
possible to detect the sound waves 
made by submarines, but these de- 
vices also conveyed the noises made 
by the propellers of all kinds of craft, 
and they were of little value, because 
it was practically impossible to dis- 
tinguish the sounds made by a sub- 
marine from those coming from other 
vessels. 
Fortunately for the inven- 


tors, however, it was discovered, in 
the course of the tests, that the un- 
ierwater craft were the sources of 
sound waves of exceedingly high fre- 
quency, quite distinct from any other 
subaqueous sounds. While the cause 
of the high-pitched sound is known to 
the inventors, it cannot be divulged 
since it would, then, be possible for 
submarine constructors to eliminate 
the source of the telltale sound waves. 


It still remained tcTtlie inventors to 


eliminate all other sound waves from 
affecting the detector and also to de- 
vise means by which the distance of 
the submarine and the direction of its 
.ravel could be determined. 
It re- 


quired several months of careful ex- 
perimenting to develop suitable res- 
onance tubes for filtering out unde- 
sirable sounds. 
At first the device 


finally developed, worked at a distance 
of a few miles and then its range was 
increased to 55 miles, by use of the 
\udion amplifier, ail American inven- 
;ion. This system is used all along 
the coasts of the British isles and 
France. It is not available for use on 
vessels Because of its extreme sensi- 
tivity. An illustration shows the form 
of the device as it lies in the water— 
a cable reaching out from shore and 
ending in the sea in eight branches, 
each with a rounded object at the end, 
somewhat resembling a telephone re- 
ceiver—a microphone. 
Each micro- 


shone is placed in such a manner as 
to receive sound waves best in one 
direction. Accordingly, by listening 
to the sounds received by the different 
microphones, and slowly moving a 
switch over the several contacts, the 
Operator can determine in what direc- 
tion the submarine is moving. How 
the distance of the submarine is de- 
tected is kept more strictly secret. 
Means of communication are main- 
tained between these detectors on 
shore and numerous vessels which are 
sent out to attack the submarines.

May Be Valuable Discovery. 


It haa been ascertained that remov- 


ing the spleen from mice makes them 
mTich less susceptible to tuberculosis. 
Though the explanation is not. yet 
clear, a theory has been put forward 
that this is due to a substance calle'- 
tuberculo-splenatin, 
which 
possibly 


has some affinity for the tuberculosis 
germ. Such is tlie substance of a pa- 
per in the Jourz.al of Experimental 
Medicine, issued by the Rockefeller 
institute for medical research, and the 
implication in the findings of Dr. .Paul 
A. Lewis and Dr. Arthur Georges 
Margot of the Henry Phipps institute 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
The two investigators suggest the 
name tuberculo-splenatin for tlie new 
substance as "suggesting merely sis 
origin and its apparent relationship 
to tuberculosis." Hardly anything !:< 
yet known of the properties of tu- 
borculo-splenatin.

OLD BATTLE GROUND YOUTH OF BKSEBNl 


Since Earliest History Men Have 
Fought in the Alps. 


Two 
Thousand 
Years Ago 
Armies 
Traversed the Region That Is 
Now the Scene of Austrian- 
Italian Struggle. 


If the rugged peaks of the Alps 
could teli thfcir story, there would be 
many a thrilling and warlike incident 
to relate; but none so strange as the 
scones which aro being enacted today 
between the Austrians and the Ital­ 
ians in these mountainous regions. 
Tho Italians are absolutely at home 
iu tho mountains, and tho Austrians 
aro using every invention of science 
to counteract this advantage. All tho 
parapets on the steep roads, where 
summer tourists were wont to motor, 
have been demolished, and beautiful 
pine forests have been swept away so 
that nothing shall obstruct the artil­ 
lery. 
Large areas have been mined, 
and, by pressing a button, the Aus­ 
trians can hurl an avalanche of rocks 
and bowlders on to the heads of the 
advancing Italians or blow up the 
toads beneath their feet. 


From tho Cottian chain, marking

Carolinian empire in the tenth and 
oleventh centuries until the crystalli­ 
zation of the Helvetic republic by Na­ 
poleon Bonaparte’s act of mediation in 
1803—all these fill the chronicles and 
make nearly every practicable foot of 
Swiss territory heroic ground.

One- 
o-cat, two-o-cat and three-o-cat were 
the most popular kinds of baseball ‘in­ 
dulged in by the New York boys un­ 
til 1S40, when one-o-cat became the 
fad. 
One summer afternoon in 1842, 
as the boys were playing around the 
famous Murray Hill grounds in New 
York city, Alex J. Cartwright hap­ 
pened along and told the youngsters 
he had a better game than the one-o- 
cat affair. 
The boys were willing to 
find out what the new contest was and 
at once proceeded to ask Mr. Cart­ 
wright about it. 


'Mr. Cartwright scratched off the 
diamond in the Murray Hill dust with 
a stick and the boys watched with 
open eyes and listened with open ears 
as he laid off the diamond, using 
stones for the bases and hoiiie plate. 
He set a player at each base and three 
scouts, as they were called then, in 
the outfield. So with eight players on 
a side, no shortstop, the New York 
lads played their first real game of 
baseball. 


It was a matter of ten years after­ 
ward before “Dicky” Pearce made the 
position of shortstop a regular place 
on a ball team, Pearce’s ability to get 
infield grounders and his throwing 
arm giving him the honor. 
The yarn 
ball then gave way to a heavier and 
larger ball than the one used today. 
The ball at that time cost two dollars. 
Tho “pill" was covered with sheep­ 
skin, the cover being sewed on in 
four sections by the village shoemak­ 
er.

FIGHT ON SUBMARINES. RELIABLE REMEDY 


DETECTOR 
SYSTEMS 
CONStD 
ERED BY THE SCIENTI3T1* 


Thought to Be Most Effective Method 
of Combating This Most Deadly of 
All Modern Naval Weapons 
of Warfare. 


The prime advantage of the subma­ 
rine—Its ability to escape detection 
through sight—has been ovorcome by 
the invention for use by the entente 
allies of a means of detecting its pres* 
ence through heading, Tho exact na- 
turo of Bome of the most essential fea­ 
tures of this invention has, of course, 
been. kept secret, but a general de­ 
scription of its manner of working in 
given in the Scientific American. 
One 
of those who contributed to the de­ 
velopment of this detector system is 
William Dubilier, an American elec­ 
trical engineer with numerous wire­ 
less telephone and wireless telegraph 
inventions to his credit. 
Ho had gone 
to France on the mission of installing 
wireless telegraph apparatus on air 
craft, when he was called upon to aid 
In solving the 
submarine detector 
problem. 
Dubilier went to Cherbourg, 
an important French port on tho Eng­ 
lish channel, where he found Profes­ 
sor Tissot of the French Academy of 
Science, hard at work on the detector 
system. 


For some time before this, devices 
had been contrived by which it was 
possible to detect the sound waves 
made by submarines, but these de­ 
vices also conveyed the noises made 
by the propellers of all kinds of craft, 
and they were of little value, because 
it was practically impossible to dis­ 
tinguish the sounds made by a sub­ 
marine from those coming from other 
vessels. 
Fortunately for the inven­ 
tors, however, it was discovered, in 
the course of the tests, that the un­ 
derwater craft were the sources of 
sound waves of exceedingly high fre­ 
quency, quite distinct from any other 
subaqueous sounds. While the cause 
of the high-pitched sound is known to 
the inventors, it cannot be divulged 
since it would, then, be possible for 
submarine constructors to eliminate 
the source of the telltale sound waves. 


It still remained to the inventors to 
eliminate all other sound waves from 
affecting the detector and also to de­ 
vise means by which the distance of 
the submarine and the direction of its 
.ravel could be determined. 
It re­ 
quired several months of careful ex­ 
perimenting to develop suitable res­ 
onance tubes for filtering out unde­ 
sirable sounds. 
At first the device 
finally developed, worked at a distance 
of a few miles and then its range was 
increased to 55 miles, by use of the 
kudion amplifier, an American inven- 
:ion. This system is used all along 
che coasts of the British isles and 
France. 
It is not available for use on 
vessels ¿ecause of its extreme sensi­ 
tivity. An illustration shows the form 
of the device as it lies in the water— 
a cable reaching out from shore and 
ending in the sea in eight branches, 
each with a rounded object at the end, 
somewhat resembling a telephone re­ 
ceiver—a microphone. 
Each micro­ 
phone is placed in such a manner as 
to receive sound waves best in one 
direction. Accordingly, by listening 
to the sounds received by the different 
microphones, and slowly moving a 
switch over the several contacts, the 
Operator can determine in what direc­ 
tion the submarine is moving. 
How 
the distance of the submarine is de­ 
tected is kept more strictly secret. 
Means of communication are main­ 
tained between these detectors on

NEARLY ALWAYS SUCCEEDS. 


Called Kcmplon-Brown Method and Is 
Said to Do a Cure For Acuto Hcmor- 
rhagec—Patients May Even Sit In 
Separate Rooms—Invented by Bos* 
ton Physician. 


/ 
IBoston.—Tho transfusion of nearly 
a quart of blood from a man to a wom­ 
an was among tho mysteries revealed 
in one of tho clinics which opened its 
doors lo the clinical congress of sur­ 
geons. Tho now method, known as the 
Kcmpton-Brown method, was invented 
by Dr. A, R. Kcmpton, a Boston physi­ 
cian, and was demonstrated by Dr. E. 
P, lUchard^on and Dr. It. H. Miller at 
the Iiobert Brigham hospital. 


The 
Kcmpton-Brown 
method 
of 
transfusing blood through glass tubes 
was used in a case of pernicious anae­ 
mia. 
Although in this disease the 
treatment is only palliative, it is de­ 
clared practically a cure for acute 
hemorrhages. 


Unlike the old method, where the 
artery of one person was linked direct­ 
ly to tho vein*of tho other, Dr. Komp- 
tou’s invention permits the two pa­ 
tients to be separated, oven to sit in 
different rooms. Venous instead of ar­ 
terial blood is then directed into tho 
glass tube,- waxed with paraliin and 
carried, as in a bucket, to tho patient. 


This metli.od, it is stated, offers three 
advantages—the arteries of the donor 
are not injured, the exact amount of 
blood can bo measured, and tho method 
practically always succeeds. 


Another method of treating anaemic 
patients was demonstrated at the Mas­ 
sachusetts General hospital by Dr.' 
Roger I. Lee and Dr. Beth Vincent, 
who showed how the spleen might bo 
removed. 
The two methods used to­ 
gether produce the best results. 


Ono of the toost important papers 
yet read in connection with the clinical 
congress was that of Dr. Charles F. 
Painter of Boston at the Peter Bent 
Brigham hospital. 
He explained to 
several hundred surgeons how that 
groat bugaboo rheumatism was usual­ 
ly the result of poor teeth, of the cold 
that would not stay cured or of dis­ 
ordered tonsils, ears or other organs. 
The poisou gorm, he explained, was 
carried by tho blood through the body 
until it lodged in the joint. 


Dr. David Cheever performed an im­ 
portant cancer operation and explained 
that the one way to cure cancer was 
to take the growth out during its early 
stages.

drive. Hall prepared a note of thanks, 
which tho next day was dropped on a 
German aeroplane camp twenty milet 
behind the enemy’s lines. 


A. few days afterward a 150 horse* 
power albatross biplane which had 
been maneuvering over French terrj* 
tory despite hot firing was forced to 
descend in a field adjoining the camy 
of a French escadrille. 
A bullet ha l 
penetrated the gasoline tank, gradually 
emptying it. 
The German pilot and 
observer were immediately captured by 
several air men, to whom they exclaim­ 
ed smilingly in good French: 


“This doesn’t count; we only stopped 
to borrow a little gasoline.” 


The prisoners were just in time for 
dinner, and the oUiccrs* mess received 
them politely and talked aviation witL* 
them until the time came to turn them 
over to other authorities.

On February 20, 1814, 
she took the Cyane, 34 guns, and the 
Levant, 18 guns; after a fierce en- 
gagement, remarkable for the seaman- 
ship of the Americans and the gallan- 
try of the English, between the Ma- 
deira islands and the Gibraltar. The 
Englich lost 13 killed and 42 wounded 
out of 320, and the Americans 6 killed 
and 9 wounded out of 451. Soon after- 
ward the Constitution was pursued by 
a strong British squadron, which re- 
captured the Levant. 


Between 1S28 and 1830 the Constitu- 


tion was reported unseaworthy and or- 
dered to be dismantled, but was re- 
turned in deference to the popular 
sentiment aroused by Holmes' poem, 
"Old 
Ironsides," and in 1833 was re- 


built. In 1855 she was laid up at the 
Portsmouth navy yard, but used at 
times as a training ship. In 1877 she 
was again partially rebuilt, and the 
next year crossed the Atlantic for the 
last time. In 1897 she was roofed in 
at the Boston navy yard and has since 
been used mainly as a barrack ship.

Anatomical Test.

H 
is proposed to form a committee ol 
the privy council to be responsible for 
the expenditure of any new moneys 
provided by parliament for scientific 
and industrial research, and a small 
advisory council, responsible to the 
above-mentioned committee, and com 
posed mainly of eminent scientific 
men and men actually engaged in In 
dustries dependent upon scientific re 
search. The first members of the ad

G. T. Beilby, W. Duddell, Prof. B. Hop

R. Meldola, R. Threlfall, with Sii 
William S. McCormick as administra 
live chairman.

Reject Application to Con- 


struct Grade Crossings. 


Efforts to re-open the East Berlin rail- 


road received another jolt on Saturday 
when the Public Service Commission at 
HarrisburK rejected the application of the 
incorporators of East Berlin and Abbot is- 
town Railroad Company for permission to 
construct grade crossings on the line con- 
necting the two towns with Berlin Junc- 
tion. The objection of the request fulfills 
the prediction that the commission would, 
in view of the movement that has been 
made toward the abolishment of grade 
crossings on the highways, refuse to al- 
low the company to do so, even though it 
were a "restoration of the physical condi- 
tion prevailing before Mr. Leas abandon- 
ed its operation," which was one reason 
why it should be granted advanced by the 
applicants. The commission is now en- 
gaged in the consideration of the question 
either of abolishing all grade crossings or 
devising some way in which they can be 
made safe, and docs not care to approve 
of the construction of such crossings until 
it has decided the question. Final refusal 
of the request of the projectors of the road, 
it is said, would probably lead to its aban- 
donment.

FAMOUS OLD FRIGATE 


CONSTITUTION 
THE 
PRIDE 
OP 
THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Launched In October, 1797, “Old Iron* 
tides ’ Figured With Glory In the 
Early Struggles Attending the 
Republic's Birth. 


The most famous vessel in tho his» 
;ory of the United States navy is the 
Constitution, 
popularly 
called “Old 
Ironsides,” and originally a 44-gun 
frigato. She was launched Octobor 21, 
1797, at Boston, but was not completed 
antil the following year, when slio put 
to sea under command of Captain 
Nicholson for service again tho French 
in the West indies. 


During tho wav ’with Tripoli, 1S01.- 
05, the Constitution was Preble’s flag* 
ship, and in 1S05 took part in three of 
the five bombardments of the port of 
Tripoli. In July, 1S12, under command 
of Isaac Hull, she escaped from a Brit­ 
ish squadron oft the Now Jersey coast 
*fter a spirited chase of three days. 
On August 19, off Capo Race, she 
fought her famous battle with tho 
Guerriere, a somewhat weaker English 
frigate, commanded by Captain Da* 
cres, which she loft a total wreck after 
m engagement of 30 minutes, tho 
English losing 79 of their crew and 
.he Americans 14. 
On December 29, 
under command of Captain Bainbridge, 
the Constitution captured off Bahia, 
Brazil, the Java (3S guns; 
Captain 
Lambert), after an engagement last­ 
ing two hours, in which tho British 
lost 300 killed and wounded and the 
Americans 34. 


On February 14, 1814, undor Captain 
Stewart, the Constitution captured the 
Picton, 16 guns and a convoy, in the 
West Indies. 
On February 20, ISM, 
she took the Cyane, 34 guns, and the 
Levant, 18 guns; after a fierce en­ 
gagement, remarkable for the seaman­ 
ship of the Americans and tho gallan­ 
try of the English, between the Ma­ 
deira islands and the Gibraltar. 
The 
English lost IS killed and 42 wounded 
out of 320, and the Americans 6 killed 
and 0 wounded out of 451. Soon after­ 
ward the Constitution was pursued by 
a strong British squadron, which re* 
captured the Levant. 


Between 1S28 and 1830 the Constitu­ 
tion was reported unseaworthy anel or­ 
dered to be dismantled, but was re­ 
turned in deference to the popular 
sentiment aroused by Holmes’ poem, 
“Old Ironsides,” and in 1S33 was re­ 
built. In 1855 she was laid up at the 
Portsmouth navy yard, but used at 
times as a training ship. In 1877 she 
was again partially rebuilt, and the 
next year crossed the Atlantic for the 
last time. In 1897 she was roofed in 
at the Boston navy yard and has since 
been used mainly as a barrack ship. 


Anatomical Test. 


In recent years many anatomists 
have given much attention to solving 
the problem of reproducing from the 
skulls the faces of ancient peoples. 
According to Nature, Prof. C. W. M. 
Poynter of the University of Nebraska 
some time ago gave three skulls to a 
sculptor, with the request that he re­ 
construct the fleshy parts of the face 
and head according to the data pub­ 
lished by Professor von Eggoling of 
the University of Jena. Professor 
Poynter did not tell the artist that 
the three skulls were all of natives 
of North America. 
As a matter of 
fact one, possibly of the Pleistocene 
age, was found by Mr. Robert F. Gil­ 
der in a mound of river loam in Ne­ 
braska; one belonged to an Indian of 
pre-Columbian date; and one was that 
of a modern Indian. The photographs 
of the artist’s work show in all three 
cases the characteristic face of the 
American Indian. 
Whatever the age 
of the Nebraska skull may prove to 
be, its owner was undoubtedly a man 
of the Indian type. 


For Scientific Research. 


The British board of education bae 
published particulars of a scheme fox 
a permanent oflicial organization oi 
scientific and industrial research. 
It 
is proposed to form a committee oi 
the privy council to be responsible for 
the expenditure of any new moneys 
provided by parliament for scientific 
and industrial research, and a small 
advisory council, responsible to the 
above-mentioned committee, and com 
posed mainly of eminent scientific 
men and men actually engaged in Jn 
dustries dependent upon scientific re 
search. The first members of the ad 
visory council will be: Lord Rayleigh 
G. T. Beilby, W. Duddell, Prof. B. Hop 
kinson, Prof, J. A. McClelland, Prof 
R. Meldola, R. Threlfall, 
with 
Sii 
William S. McCormick as administra 
tive chairman.

When he reached into a fodder shred­ 
ding machine to remove a crooked stalk 
that was lodging in it« Reynolds Fair, of 
York Springs, had his left arm so badly 
mangled, on Wednesday afternoon that it 
had to be amputated about three inches 
above the elbow, at the Harrisburg Hos­ 
pital, where lib was taken following the ac­ 
cident.

panama Canal Tolls. 


All vessels using the Panama canal 
pay toll according to the system of 
toll rates decreed in the proclamation 
of the president, November 34, 1912. 
There is no discrimination in favor 
of » the United States or any other na­ 
tion. 
The rates are as follows: 
On 
merchant vessels carrying passengers 
or cargo, $1.20 per net vessel t o n - 
each 300 cubic feet—of actual earn­ 
ing capacity; on vessels in ballast 
without passengers or cargo, 40 per 
cent less than the rate of tolls for 
vessels with passengers or cargo; 
upon naval vessels, other than trans­ 
ports, colliers, hospital ships, and 
supply ships, 50 cents per displace­ 
ment ton; upon army and navy trans­ 
ports, colliers, hospital ships, and 
supply ships, $1.20 per net ton; the 
vessels to be measured by the same 
rules as are employed in determining 
the net tonnage of merchant vessels

A hat box 6f strong cardboard and 
some red, white and green water-color 
paints are required to make this doll's 
house, 
A view of it is given in the 
picture above, also a picture of the 
roof and of the front and one side. 
The roof and chimneys are to be made 
separately. 


Two large, square openings are cut 
out at the front and above them an 
oblong is cut on three sides. 
Bent 
outward this forms an awning that is 
painted in red and white stripes.

neys and it is painted in green squares 
to simulate shingles. 


The house and chimneys are paint­ 
ed red lined with white tu simulate 
bricks. 
White paper pasted over the 
windows will look like a shade. After 
the parts are made they are fas­ 
tened together with paper fasteners. 


Easily Made Animal Toys 


The baby inspires the greatest num­ 
ber ot dainty gifts at Christmas time, 
nearly all of them tho handwork of 
those who welcome him. 


A book in which the im portant af­ 
fairs of the new arrival are to be 
put on record, a hanger for safety 
pins of several sizes, a pair of arm ­ 
lets, and some brightly colored toys 
suspended by gay ribbons, are pic­ 
tured above in the group of baby be­ 
longings. 


The record book is made by cover­ 
ing cardboard with white moire silk. 
A stork is painted on the front cover, 
and plain heavy white paper provides 
tne leaves. 
Satin ribbon in light blue 
or pink is sewed to each cover to fas­ 
ten them together. 


Pink satin ribbon and white cellu­ 
loid rings, in three sizes, are used for 
the safety-pin hangers 
One long and

TIMELY TIPS. 


Stains that have been of long stand- 


ing may be removed by the applica- 


tion 
of 
peroxide 


with soap, rubbing 
the spots well; 
then let them lie 
in the sun. This 
process may have 
to 
be 
repeated, 


but it will get the 
stain after a few 


applications. For ordinary stains the 
peroxide may be put on the 
wet 


clothing as it hangs on the line. As 
it does not injure the fabric it is not 
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Stains on the hands may be re- 


moved by the application of oxalic 
acid. Get an ounce of the crystals, 
put them into a bottle, add water as 
it is used and you will always have a 
stain remover. 


If grease is spilled on the floor, dash 


on cold water at once to prevent its 
sinking into the wood. A knife will 
scrape it away and the spot can then 
be more easily removed by scrubbing. 


A common way to clean chimneys is 


to lower a brick tied to a rope. Pass 
it up and down scraping off the soot, 
afterward collecting the soot from be- 
low. Soot iu stovepipes may be re- 
moved by burning zinc scraps, which 
may be purchased. Throw the zinc in 
on a bed of coals and the fumes will 
clean the chimney. 


Those who have no gas in the home 


may raise hyacinths with good suc- 
cess. Place them in pots in the fall 
and at Thanksgiving and Christmas 
you will have beautiful blooms. Placed 
in glasses where the roots are seen, 
they make a most interesting study.

Hot an ounce of tlio crystals, 
put them into a bottle, add water as 
it is used and you will always have a 
stain remover. 


If grease is spilled on the floor, dash 
on cold water at once to prevent its 
sinking into the wood. 
A knife will 
scrape it away and tho spot can then 
be more easily removed by scrubbing. 


A common way to clean chimneys is 
to lower a brick tied to a rope. 
Pass 
it up and down scraping off tho soot, 
afterward collecting the soot from be­ 
low. 
Soot in stovepipes may be re ­ 
moved by burning zinc scraps, which 
may be purchased. Throw the zinc in 
on a bed of coals and the fumes will 
clean the chimney. 


Those who have no gas in the home 
may raiso hyacinths with good suc­ 
cess.
